Daniel Isengart blends traditional European Cabaret with contemporary styles and sounds. His 
performance at the Cleveland Museum of Art will be a new solo Cabaret performance of German and French 
repertoire. Isengart has been hailed by many as an acclaimed Cabaret artist, and has even been called “the 
darling of the sophisticated Café Sabarsky” on Fifth Ave in New York. He has been known to mix 
performances of vintage songs (in his own translations) with contemporary hits, achieving an evocative 
balance of traditional and modern sound. 

He has preformed at a number of locations throughout New York and across the country, including 
Joe’s Pub, Speigelworld, and BAM café at the Brooklyn School of Music. His solo performances have proved 
to be memorable in locations such as Bar d’O in Greenwich Village, and Starlight Lounge in 
the East Village. In addition, he has been known to frequent the beloved Earl §Dax’s Weimar New 
York variety show. Daniel Isengart has conceived and created multiple cabaret shows, including the 
admirable Foreign Affairs show, and the one time only, unforgettable Boulevard of Berlin Dreams. 

Baby Dee returns to the Cleveland stage with an expansive resume. A performance artist, song writer, 
classically trained harpist, circus sideshow veteran, and transgender street legend, Baby Dee brings to the stage 


ten years of experience both as musical director and organ player for a Catholic Church in the Bronx as well as 


a bilateral hermaphrodite in the Coney Island Circus. Other experiences include being a bandleader for the 
performing arts group, The Bindlestiff Family Cirkus, and being a member of the European group 

the Kamikaze Freak Show. Upon her return from Europe, Baby Dee made her name as a legendary street 
performer by riding a high rise tricycle with a concert harp along the streets of Lower Manhattan. Since 2001 
she has recorded two full length CDs, Little Window and Love’s Small Song, and is currently working with a 
group of eclectic artists on a third CD Safe Inside the Day. Bringing with her a world of experiences, Baby 
Dee is expected to woo Cleveland audiences with her striking Cabaret-style voice and musical abilities, 


indicative of the Artistic Luxury era that inspires the evening.
